He keeps meters accurate 


He used to be a watch maker—Jim Nelson 
—the man who tests every meter installed by 
the East Bay Water Company. For years he 
sat at his bench making fine measurements, 
adjusting delicate mechanisms. Accuracy has 
become second nature to him.
